Three Ships 


In Distress 


BREST, France, Dec. 14—(AP)— 
At least three ships—British, Detch 
and Greek-——are in difficulty in a 
tempest off the coast of northwest- 
ern France, the French naval sta» 
tion sald today, 

The 3,658-ton Greek ship, Agios 
Spyridon, is in the worst shape, 
and can probably be considered 
lost, the station said, adding that 
it has reports that rescue ships 
have approached the vessel and 
taken off at least two men and @

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The need for quick emergency action 
on Edmonton's civic centre area is vividly 
emphasized by the strong possibility that 
the First New Amsterdam Corporation of 
New York may erect a million dollar shop- 
ping centre, with ample parking space, in 
Jasper Place, 

The corporation has evinced keen in- 
terest in the request of Jasper Place for 
such a centre and has instructed its local 
representatives to report on all details. 

Such a deal would be of inestimable 
benefit to the new town, almost as good 
as that offered to Edmonton by the First 
New Amsterdam Corporation in the Mir- 
acle Mile, and for the sake of Jasper Place 
citizens it is to be hoped it may be con- 
summated, 

Moreover, such a proposal is quite in 
line with other projects financed by the 
corporation throughout the United States 
where many suburban centres have been 
built to relieve congestion in downtown 
shopping areas. 

The Edmonton proposal was something 
different in that it did not offer the cor- 
poration an opportunity for additional 
profits in adjacent land. 

But while this proposal will offer great 
advantages to Jasper Place, there must be 
grave doubts about what it will do to re- 
tail business in central Edmonton. 

In this age of the motor car, retail 
pales attain greatest volumes in districts 
where ample parking facilities are avail- 
able. This is shown to be true in the new 


Civic Centre Urgency 


North Shore shopping centre in suburban 
Vancouver, in Bayside in Toronto and in 
Northgate and Bellevue shopping centres 
in rural Seattle. 

It is not only conceivable, then, but 
highly probable that the erection ‘of a 
big modern shopping centre in Jasper 
Place will draw a great deal of business 
from central Edmonton as happened in 
other cities. 

Edmonton's only possible protection 
against this threatened loss of downtown 
trade is to compete with a civic centre 
shopping area, with adequate parking 
space, of its own. 

The Miracle Mile, of course, endorsed 
by more than 60 per cent of the burgesses 
and probably 85 per cent of the citizens, 
would have afforded ample protection 
against the competition of these suburban 
shopping centres which have every legiti- 
mate right to be buiit. 

But the Miracle Mile, through the im- 
possible two-thirds endorsement condi- 
tions imposed by the legislature, has been 
temporarily lost. 

It is not necessarily lost permanently. 

If the unjust and unfortunate conditions 
were removed by the legislature which 
imposed them, the First New Amsterdam 
Corporation might be induced to make an- 
other proposal to Edmonton or some other 
group of financiers might be interested. 

But the first job is to have the legisla- 
tive restrictions, which would frighten off 
any capital, repealed. 

This should be arranged without delay. 


Old Timers Go, One by One

These men had the faith and the hope 
and the enterprise that made Edmonton 
possible. 

They laid a foundation upon which we,

But it is folly for 
us to believe this one school can 
accommodate alj the delinquents 
of Alberta. 

Edmonton is a thriving and 
wealthy city, Certainly Edmonton 
and its citizens must realize the 
startling need for a home or 
trade school, headed by a psy- 
chologist and exceedingly capable 
and carefully selected persons to 
study and care for our boys and 
girls.who fundamentally are sick 
and desperately need medical at- 
tention and study and guidance, 

We that read this letter will 
give this serious subject some 
serious thought and then let us 
get busy and do something about 
the needs of mentally ill and de- 
linquent children in the city of 
Edmonton.

< ( cently publish- 
Dr, Jordan ed by the Pub- 
lc Affairs Committee (22 East 
28th St., New York 16, N.Y.—20 
cents) is a great help to mothers 
who have children in this age 
bracket. 

The pamphlet points out that 3 
to six is a restless age, Youngs- 
ter who are ready for schoo] can 
wear a mother down with ques- 
tions, and their physical activity 
is past belief. “I want to go out 
and play” is the theme song of 
this age, and although they lack 
the sense to play safely all the 
time, this desire cannot be re- 
sisted. 

Most children are ready for 
school at about four years, but 
school is not always vossible, 
Some group or gang is almost 
necessary and children who can- 
mot get school so early may be 
just as well off if they have 
friends to play with, 

When school time comes, how- 
ever, mothers should resist the 
tendency to feel blue about it be- 
cause they are los\ng their “baby.” 


This can make the youngster feel 
guilty and self-conscious at what 
should be a happy occasion. 

“On the other hand mothers 
should not go to the opposite ex- 
treme, and feel that they are 
releasing the child as soon as she 
or he ‘goes to school. Children 
need the affection and under- 
standing of the mother for a long 
time to come.

PRIMITIVE ENERGY 


Ireland Would Tame 
Gales to Make Power »* 


By DERRY MORAN 

Irish engineers envisage har- 
nessing the. primitive power of 
the Atlantic gales that batter Ire- 
Jand's western seaboard. 

By erecting giant wind vanes 
along the rugged coastline, they 
hope to put the gales to work to 
develop power. 

The “wind vanes would take 
from the gales the power needed 
to drive generators, transform- 
ing their power into electricity 
to bring its boons to outlying 
towns, hamiets and farmsteads. 

Already the nation’s few suit- 
able rivers are harnessed or are 
in the process of being harnessed 
to produce hydro-electric power. 


Peat Helping 
Power Output 


Peat, the nation’s low-grade and 
only national fuel, already is 
turning out millions of units of 
€lectricity at the giant Portarling- 
ton peatfired generating plant. 

The first move in the wind-gen- 
erating project will be the placing 
of gauges on rugged heights in 
Donegal to make a wind velocity 
survey of the coast line, 

A preliminary survey of Coun- 
ty Donegal has been completed 
with a view to choosing hills of 
correct shape and exposure for 
the erection of continuously re- 
cording wind velocity measuring 
instruments, 

Work has begun on stations at 
the summits of six wind-blown 
hills in the Blue Stack.Mountains, 
Slieve Leahan, Slieve Tooey, 
Chocknafarragh, Bloody Fore- 
land and Malin Head. 


Heights Get 
Full Blast 


Bloody Foreland and Malin 
Head stand as rugged heights on 
the coast, where they receive the 
full blast of the gales off the 
North Atlantic. 

The others stand over or near 
the main towns of the county, 
and only short cables would be 
required to run wind-produced 


dustries and businesses of the 
towns below. 

Some 12 months must elapse, 
however, before engineers will 
know if the scheme can pass from 
the blueprint into the construc- 
tion stage. 

By that time, they will know if 
the year-round velocities of pre- 
vailing winds at these locations 
would be sufficiently high to per- 
mit economic production of elec- 
tricity by wind-driven generator.

It is my privilege to present the Eightieth Annual 
Staiement of the Bank, You will observe from the 
balance sheet now before you that total assets 
reached $471 millions, a new high point aad an 
increase of $44 millions for the year. 


Earnings 


Reflecting the increased volume of business, profits 
for the year, after making full provision for all bad 
and doubtful debts, amounted to $2,595,761.—an 
increase of 91. Government taxes were up 
$05,000., while Gepreciation on premises was 
increased from $395,475. to $450,083, In addition it 
was considered advisable to make a special appro- 

jation of $250,000. from profits, after taxes, te 

urther write down Bank Premises Account. 

The usual dividend of $1. share was and 
Provision made for an Extra ion of twenty 
cents per share, which will be paid on December 15th. 
This leaves a net of $155,678. carried forward to 
Profit and Account for the year. From the 
Profit and Loss balance of Bia 383. ir Board of 
Directors decided to transfer $1,600, , to Reserve 
Fund which now stands at $11,000,000. in relation 
to Paid-Up Capita! of $7,000,000, 


Strong Liquid Position 


Cash Assets at the year-end amounted to $90 
millions and were equivalent to 20.63% of the 
liabilities to the public. Quick, or readily realizable, 
assets including Government, Municipal and other 
high-grade bonds, together with Call loans fully 
secured by first-class marketable stocks and bonds, 
totalled $185 millions and, along with cash assets, 
equalled 62.77% of liabilities to the public—indicat- 
ing a very healthy liquid position, 

Call and Short loans in Canada at $6 millions 
compares with $4 millions as of 3ist October, 1949, 
This is the result of slightly more activity and higher 
prices in the security markets. Call and Short loans 
elsewhere than in Canada amounted to {3 millions, 


A Current Loans 


Current Loans and Discounts in Canada totalled 
$169 millions as compared with $187 millions a year 
ago—an increase of $12 millions. This not only 
reflects a larger number of borrowing customers, 
but the higher general level of prices and the 
increased tempo of business activity. On the other 
hand, our loans on the security of grain were down 
substantially at the end of October. Early in 
September severe frosts over an extensive area 
caused considerable damage to what had every 
i tpewpeed of being a bountilul harvest this year in 

estern Canada. Along with this, harvesting of the 
crop was delayed by unfavourable weather condi- 
tions which caused further deterioration, While it 
is estirnated that the number of bushels of wheat 
grown in the Western Provinces is close to 100 
millions more than the preceding year, a very lar; 
percentage of the crop is below milling standards. 
A favourable trend developing from this situation, 
-however, has been the increase in the number of live- 
stock being fed for market in Canada, By doing so, 
many of our farmers consider they will realize more 
for their low-grade grain than they would by 
selling it.

Canadians will recall, as the most striking events 
of 1950, the Communist aggression in Korea and the 
announcement that our dallar would be permitted, 
in free dealings, to discover its own true value. 

We are committed to preparation for defence 
which may next year shear one-fifteenth, or more, 
of the national income, 

Our freed dollar, instead of declining, has increased 
in value, relative to the currencies of other countries, 
and is now moving within quite narrow limits, 

Business has been active. Prices of the principal 
raw materials have been rising on world markets —~ 
in many cases, very fast.

Meeting Inflationary Trend

We live in a grim world. Even in Canada's 
vigorous economy there are limita, to the capacit 
for increasing production, Ta produce enoug' 
rockets and armour, carriers ari planes, we must 
put up for awhile with less than we would like of the 
good things used ia peace. 


We shall make our country safe, ee shall exper 
jence a minimum of shortages, if each of us during 
this period of crisis works harder and more efficiently 
than before, 


Canadians fortunately, do not lack confidence ia 
themselves, But ina vast half continent, we etill are 
all too few for the needs of Canada, Quite apart 
from defence requirements, there is urgent present 
need, as well, to create and use new sources of energy 
for ordinary peacetime purposes from coal, peo 
leum, rivers or any source whatever.
